Neighborhood Council Elections - City Clerk staff is working closely with the Department of

Neighborhood Council Elections - An export/import program for the Neighborhood Council 
candidate filing operations was developed. 

City Elections - Proponents for a Health Commission have submitted a draft initiative petition 
for approval. 

City Elections - The California Secretary of State’s administrative approval was received for 
the continued use of the VOTEC/InkaVote Plus Voting system through December 31, 2015.

Economic Workforce and Development Department (EWDD) transition - Working 
discussions were conducted with the systems staff from the EWDD as part of the systems 
migration for the Business Improvement Districts section from City Clerk to EWDD.

Arts Business Improvement District (BID) - City Clerk staff met with representatives from 
Council District 14 and one of the two competing groups attempting to establish a BID in the 
Arts District in order to resolve establishment issues.
